Snch ii tbo Bubj ct of a most able 
And Interesting paper in the July num- 
ber of the Westminster Beview, The 
article opens thus : 

« To bo, or not to be J' That ia the qaes- 
tioD which, in a wider sense than HaraiBt's, 
Ibii great nation is now patting to itself cod 
oerning its own Imperial existence. SI)-' 
the British Empire conlinue to be a te 
appliottblo to a world-wide Bystem ol lern- 
toties and Slates, or shall it apply merely tr- 
a gmall inanlar portion of Ibo EaropeBn oon 
tineot? ahall the 'United Kingdom f 
Great Britain and Ireland ' dusoribe literni- 
ly. and in Uot. tb« limits ot the Quean « 
rnlel Shall that "colomal empire which has 
b(*en built np by means ol so much indiTid- 
nal eacrifioe and toil, and whioh rept«SBJts a 
Bptiere of political infloence and natlotiol 
life larger than has fallen lo the lot of any 
other people, peiish beneath dlBiuomber- 
ment f Sbull Ecglnnd abdicate her func- 
tion as tbo mother ol colouieo, and force her 
SODS, when necessity sends tbom from bar 
shores, to find homes and ciiizenahip in alien 
States T These are quBSllons wbioh sorely 
are as wall worth consideration now aa 
many othuijlopice' ol more popular interest, 
but of far less gravity and Eignilicance.' 

The writer proceeds to give a bird's- 
eye view of the Colonial Empire, its 
TBBtness, resources and capacity for 
distinctiye national greainess. Com- 
menoing with India, at onco, the no- 
• blefit and most extensive of all Her 
Majesty's vast poeseFsiens,- he shows in 
1850 the import trade amounted to 
thirteen miliions sterling, and in 1866 it 
bad risen to fiftj-six mlUionB. Daring 
the same period the exports rose from 
eighteen to sixty-eight millions, and the 
value of British manufactures consumed 
by its population roao from soveu and a 
half millionfi to Iweoty-fiv-o millions 
HterliDg. Australia, twenty years »go, 
was, 80 to speak, nowhore. The 
entire export trade of that vast anti- 
podean group in 1850 stood at four nnd 
a balf millions, rising. Lowover, iu 1866 
to lliiriy-ono millions. During the 
Bamo period the impo l trade advanced 
from five to thirtj-flyo millions; the 
two together aggroguting lespcciivtly 
ton millions in 1850 and sixty-six mil- 
iioos in l866. Canada, at ouce the old' 
est and the nearest of Britain's Col'.'- 
nles, has made pcarcoly less marveloui- 
strides during the twenty yearf. Tlio 
imporlB of Canada prrper, in 1850, were 
three end a Ualf millionPi They rose in 
1866 to eleven millions. During that pei - 
iod her exports rose from lw<j and a half 
to eleven and a half millions. The im- 
ports of Hova Scotia ad^Janoed from one 
to three millions; New Biunswick from 
less than a million to more than two ; 
Prince Edward Island from £123,000, 
to £444,000; Nnwlouudlaud from£867.. 
000 to £1,200,000, In almost every in- 
■ stance the exports exceed the imports, 
an unerring indicition of wealth and 
prosperity. Referring to the ColooistB 
of BritiBh America, ih« writer re- 
marks : — 

JMeo do not ligbllv ebange their oational- 
ity. Of what force would ba the tiine-hon- 
ora'd santiment o' patrioiism if man conid co 
freely catt aside the ciiiziuship they are t^oni 
unto, as would be itiocusa tli i Kiiiiab Col- 
onists not carry with them ihe coovictiou 
that they were but movins; Irom oob part of 
tha empire to another. The Scotch ar.- 
atnoDg the most (requeat oolonieers, but no 
countryman is so tenacious of his nationality 
as tbo Scot. It i^ not afliriDing too much lo 
say that the eucct.'S ol British oolonizaiioD 
has bean largely doe to the fact thai it ii 
British. 

Striking a balance, the writer finds 
tbat the Colonial empire cosis tho 
mother coon try one million a year, 
eq'ial to al out nine ponce per h^ad 
of the ontiro jiopulatiop of tlse Uulted 
Kingdom, and he does not hei^itute to 
discover. far more than a set off in the 
substantial advantages accruing to the 
imperial from tho colonial empire. In 
1866 Great Britain iinponod from lior 
colonies to tho viiluc of eovcnty-four 
millions blcrliiij^. Tlio rNider will be 
prepared to Iciu ri that tho author ol 
the paijor in ilio ileviow thinks the Col- 
onial Empire ought to be mantained, 
even if it cost the parent r;inpiro ten 
times as much as it does. Ho holdp. 
however, that tbo navy boing^ oasor - 
tial to its maintenance, the Colonies 
ought to pay ihoir lair quota towards 
the support of the navy ; and it is sng- 
gosted that this might be done by a five 
percent rate upon the colonial rovonnos, 
which would yield two and a half miU 
lioDi sterling a year. This really ablo 
article, of which we havo only boon able 
to offer a moat iruporfcet review, cun- 
Cludes as follows : —

Soon after dark boulirus 
blazed on tho principal streets, rockets, caun.ju 
and fireworks irero dUclmraed, many build- 
ings wore brilliant with iiluiuiHations, and 
tbousKuda of e.tultaut Germaiia luarched iu 
impromtu proccisiou clieirijg. shouting aud 
ainginjf thu ' Song of the Rbins.' It was 
long after midaigbt before tba vxciiemsat sub- 
sided, and then only for a temporary inter- 
misiiou. Yesterday every lager beer saloon 
in tbe city dispensed free drinks, prayers of 
thanksgiving were offered at all tho German 
churches, and at tnoit of tho other placas 
of iTorahip alluaious wore m ido to tlio stirring 
events at .\lclz and .Sodan. During tho coming 
week tbo d'crmans promije that they will cele- 
brate the triumphs of tho Fatbtrland ia a style 
that will astouish the city, nnd as tbey have 
both money and inclination to do it, tbey will 
no doubt keep tbcir word. 

It is atraage tbat a few words spoken to a 
French Ambasssd'or, on the e~planadn at Cms, 
six weeks ago, sboald decide the J/anicipal 
election o! an -linorican city, ramoved by 
ocean and continent fiom the scene of diplo- 
matic dispute, yet tho government of S^in Frans 
Cisco and poasibly that of Onlifornia haj lieeii 
controlUd by the event. Tho very noisy aym. 
palhy diiplayed by our Irish citizens for Ih" 
French cnuao— aympatby by the way that would 
be much more excusable if accompanied with 
money for tbe wounded —bas aroused tbe ire 
of four thousand German voters, and at a great 
meeting last week tbey resolved to scparatr 
from tbe Democratlo party and affiliate with tln^ 
R 'publican. A Municipal election takea place 
on Wudnosday, and this resolve ia tantamount 
to the return of tlie Republican noiuiueea.
